The Ukraine is the granary of Rus­ 
sia, and Odessa, before the war, was 
tile greatest grain shipping point iii 
Russia. 
If (he Bolshevik! can con­ 
trol the great agricultural region of 
the Ukraine they might he able to re­ 
lieve the serious food shortage* in the 
north, 
Allied by Ukranian-Bulshevlk forces. 
troops of the Moscow government in 
the last three weeks have occupied 
K ie v and other important towns in 
the center of the Ukraine, and fuive 
driven the peasant 
government 
of 
General Petlura from Kiev to within 
40 miles east of the border of G ali­ 
cia. 
In the center of the front between 
Odessa and Riga the Bolshevik! ap­ 
parently are giving much ground. 
There lias been more or less acti­ 
vity in the last 
two weeks on the 
allied front south of Archangel but I 
the Bolshevik! have made

In the defense of Odessa and the 
nearby region French. British, Greek
